Backers of the bill contend it

Kemp. 
The commission has sched­ 
uled initial interviews of direc- 


tor candidates during its meet­ 
ing here today and will conduct 
another session Saturday to dis­ 
cuss other business. 
Hie self-styled citizens lobby 
said public financial* disclosure 
by the commission’s choice for 
director is needed because "the 
public must have confidence 
that the commission’s chief 
staff member will not be com­ 
promised by his own financial 
interests." 
In proposing the set of stand­ 
ards, Stein said Common Cause 
was not trying to tie the com­ 
mission’s hands in the selection 


process, "but rather to help en­ 
sure that the new executive di­ 
rector enjoys public confidence 
and is an effective enforcement 
agent.’’ 
In addition to asking for fi­ 
nancial disclosure by the new 
director, Common Cause said 
whoever 
is 
selected 
should 
pledge to hold no political party 
office while serving as director, 
promise not to represent any 
outside interests before govern­ 
ment agencies, agree not to ap­ 
pear before the commission for 
at least two years after he 
leaves office and pledge to 


“vigorously" enforce provisions 
of the new campaign spending 
law. 
Common Cause also said all 
the candidates 
for director 
should be asked what steps 
they would take to increase 
publie understanding of the 
campaign law as well as to 
boost compliance with its provi­ 
sions, how they believe the 
state's far-reaching open meet­ 
ings law applies to commission 
meetings and records and what

they 
would

against candidates who failed 
to comply with the law.

STUPIDITY OF AIRING 
U.S. INTELLIGENCE

No other country has ever, or 
could ever, go thrugh the kind of 
public airing of its intelligence 
apparatus as the United States 
has in the past few months. Such 
a 
thing 
would 
be 
totally 
unimaginable 
in 
the 
Soviet 
Union, and not much more 
conceivable 
even 
in 
the 


European democracies. 
There is no question that in 
the kind of world we live in, the 
U.S. must maintain an effective, 
dependable—and 
secure— in­ 
telligence system. 
But while the Congress, the 
administration 
and 
the CIA 
ponder just how this is to be 
accomplished, while at the same 
time giving the people, through 
their 
representatives, 
better 
oversight and control over the 
secret 
undertakings 
of 
the 
government 
than they 
have 
hitherto had, it is essential that 
we keep this whole matter of 
intelligence in perspective. 
The 
best 
intelligence 
ap 
paratus in the world is utterly 
useless if those empowered to 
act upon the information it 
provides fail to do so, or with it 
away, or distort it to make it 
conform to desired policy or 
preconceived notions. 
Our 
own 
recent 
history 
provides 
more 
than 
a 
few 
examples of this. 
Before World War II, the U.S. 
possessed that dream of all 
espionage agents, the ability to 
read the enemy’s diplomatic 
code; in'this case the potential 
enemy was Japan. 
Yet during the latter days of 
1941, when it was obvious that 
the Japanese were planning an 
attack 
this 
knowledge 
was 
ignored or disbelieved. 
Again, in the Vietnam War, 
the U.S. 
had abundant and 
reliable 
forewarning 
of -the 
Communist Tet offensive of 
1967. But this information was 
suppressed 
because 
it 
ran 
counter to what some people 
wanted to believe, or wanted the 
country to believe. And again 
the penalty was the unnecessary 
loss of many American, as well 
as Vietnamese, lives 
For all the reputed brilliance 
of then-Secretary of Defense

The CIA’s role in the over­ 
throw of President Allende of 
Chile, its alleged assassination 
plots against various national 
leaders,

politicians,

anti­ 
democratic they may be, its 
violations 
of 
its 
charter 
prohibiting domestic spying, its 
booby-trapped 
Castro 
cigar- 
s—the list runs the gamut from 
the obscene to the ludicrous—all 
these activities have done more 
to harm America’s real in­ 
terests and to undermine its 
security than one can conceive 
happening if we had no in­ 
telligence apparatus at all. 
Despite all the soul-searching 
in Washington these days, the 
question facing Americans is not 
really that of how a democracy 
can have an accountable yet 
effective intelligence system, 
without running the risk of 
constant, damaging leaks of 
secret information.

becoming the major concern of 
today’s new home buyer, he 
says.

WASHINGTON- A top space 
official, 
who went salmon 
fishing last year with Boeing 
btg-wigs, 
tried afterward to 
award his fishing companions a 
“wasteful," $200,000 contract. 
The inside story is told in 
confidential memos from the 
files of the National Aeronautics 
and

Administration 
(NASA). 
The 
memos 
identify

obliging space official as Jack 
A Jones, a quality control chief 
based in Houston. He was taken 
fishing by corporate executives 
during a 
visit to Boening’s 
Seattle headquarters.

H. Levine, was included on the 
fishing trip but played no part in 
seeking the $200,000 contract for 
hisho6ts. 
The incident was turned into 
stark drama when the com­ 
plainant, 
Jam es 
Maxwell, 
suddenly died of a heart attack 
after he brought the scandal to 
the 
attention 
of 
NASA 
in­ 
vestigators. 
Friends say bis 
diligence in pressing 
the in­ 
vestigation helped bring on the 
fatal attack. 
Maxwell was upset because 
his name was listed as the NASA 
engineer who had requested the 
$200,000 contract. Hie money 
was supposed to be spent for 
research equipment 
that he 
thought 
was 
unnecessary. 
According 
to 
a 
confidential 
report, he saw “absolutely no 
need for this purchase request” 
and considered it “wasteful to 
spend (the) money,” 
It was Jones, not Maxwell, 
who sought the $200,000 contract 
for 
Boeing, 
the 
documents 
charge. 
He 
allegedly 
began 
pushing for the contract im­ 
mediately 
after he returned 
from the fishing trip with Boeing 
executives. 
The 
outraged 
Maxwell 
complained that the use of his

vestigtion, which resulted in 
cancelling the contract. Jones 
and Levine got off, however, 
with a mild reprimand.

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Improved gas applicances 
save energy and money 


Almost everyone recognizes 
the necessity to preserve vital 
natural resources. And vir­ 
tually everyone feels the need 
to cut down on fuel Mils to save 
money. 
One way to accomplish both 
objectives is to replace gas and 
electric appliances with new 
energy-saving gas models.

COOKING 
Among the most dramatic 
improvements in kitchen 
appliances has been the in­ 
troduction of “pilotless" gas 
ranges. 
■Older gas ranges required 


the continuous burning of a 
pilot light, which ignited each 
of the individual cooking units 
on demand. Fully 90 per cent of 
all the gas consumed fay these 
older models was consumed by 
the ever-burning pilot tight. 
“Pilotless” models now on 
the market include an elec­ 
tronic ignition system which 
makes it unnecessary to have 
a pilot light. The result is less 
fuel consumption, and hence, 
less operating cost. 
Other recent innovations in 
gas ranges include improved 
burners which do not produce 
the energy loss of older 
models, and ovens which 
perform more satisfactorily, 
yet require less heat than the 
older units.

Similar electronic ignition 
systems are now being offered 
in gas clothes dryers--another 
area 
in which substantial 
energy-and cost-saving im­ 
provements are possible.

previous example (Ml, where 
gas rates are 14 cents per 
thermal unit and electric rates 
are 4-4 cents per KWH), a 
household using one of the new 
gas dryers for four loads of 
washing per week will spend 
about $3.60 a year on fuel costs, 
whereas a household using 
electricity will spend about 
$M.30 annually. 
HEATING WATER 
One other major energy-user 
in the home is the water 
heater. But today’s newer 
models have better insulation, 
better flue baffling and better 
fuel input ratings than the 
older models. Hie result Is t 
water heater that consumes 11 
per cent less energy thah the 
older models-et a significant 
savings in operating cost. 
One manufacturer estimates 
that a new 40-gallon gas water 
heater will save the owner 
approximately $490 over the 
10-year life span of the ap­ 
pliance. 
HEATING 
Newer, direct-vented gas 
space heaters are 5 to 30 per 
cent leee expensive to operate 
than older, conventionally- 
vented models which are 
equipped with draft diverters. 
The reason is that less room 
hast is exhausted- and thereby 
wasted-outdoors. 
Other fuel economies can be 
achieved by using radiant

Jim Reed, a spokesman for 
St. Joseph Hospital, Mid Cates 
was called today by nursers 
caring for the twins and told 
state social workers were tak­ 
ing the children into temporary 
custody pending juvenile court 
hearings. 
Cates came to the nursery to 
say good-bye to the children, 
Reed added. 
"He Mid he wanted to help 
dress them,” Reed Mid. “He 


took both children in his arm s 
to hold them and then with a 
sudden motion, he tossed Anna 
Marie on a bed, pushed the 
nurses out of the way and ran 
from the nursery.” 
Cates duthced Millie Lula to 
his chest as he dashed past se­ 
curity guards and ran down 
two flights of stairs and out an 
exit to a waiting car, Reed 
Mid. 
Reed Mid hospital officials 
immediately called police and 
gave them a description of the 
car and the father.

Bond calls 
MAPPS 
‘landmark’ 


ST 
LOUIS (AP) — Gov 
Christopher S. Bond has called 
a Missouri Action Plan for Pub­ 
lic Safety a ‘‘landmark" in the 
fight against crime in Missouri 
“The public can expect some­ 
thing to come out of it if the 
public gets involved," Bond 
said after 
he received the 
MAPPS recommendations here 
Thursday 
The plan, drawn up by six 
citizen task forces formed last 
July, calls for a mandatory, no- 
parole five-year prison term for 
offenders using a weapon dur­ 
ing a crime, an end to closed- 
door plea bargaining, beefed-up 
juvenile programs and state­ 
wide minimum standards for 
law enforcement officers 
Bond said he agreed with the 
minimum sentences for the use 
of a weapon in the commission 
of a crime, but he said he fa­ 
vored a three-year term to 
avoid overcrowding of jails 
The MAPPS report agreed 
with the 1973 report of the Na­ 
tional Advisory Commission on 
Criminal Justice Standards and 
Goals, which decried the be­ 
hind-the-scenes plea bargaining 
system in which an offender is 
persuaded to plead guilty to a 
lesser charge in return for a 
lighter sentence 
Any plea bargining. the re­ 
port said, should be reported in 
court at the same time the guil­ 
ty plea is accepted. 
The 
MAPPS 
plan 
recom­ 
mended that community juve­ 
nile programs should be set 
and a statewide system of full­ 
time prosecutors and public de­ 
fendants be establish«! 
Also called for by the report 
were reductions in probation 
and parole officers’ case loads 
a system to monitor the length 
of time between a complaint 
being filed and being acted on 
in court.

31. and that 
the mother was mentally and 
emotionally incapable of as­ 
suming responsiblity for their 
care 
Jim Reed, a spokesman for 
St Joseph Hospital, said Cates 
was called today by nursers 
caring for the twins and told 
state social workers were tak 
ing the children into temporary 
custody pending juvenile court 
hearings 
Cates came to the nursery to 
say good-bye to the children. 
Reed added 
"He said he wanted to help 
dress them." Reed said. "He 


took both children in his arms 
to hold them and then with a 
sudden motion, he tossed Anna 
Marie on a bed. pushed the 
nurses out of the way and ran 
from the nursery " 
Cates cluthced Millie Lula to
